another stock show, and during the
summer and fall the matter was tak-
en up by officers of the association,
committees were appointed, the hat
was passed for subscriptions, and in
1906, the “Denver Fall
Stoek and Feeder Show' was held.

1t is doubtful if very many realiz
ed at that time that this was the
real beginning of a series ol great
live stock exhibitions to be held in
Denver.

BRAND LAWS T0
BE COMPARED

Important Matter to Be Given Public«
ity by Comparison of Nebraska
and Oolorado Brand Laws

WILL INTEREST ALL RANCHMEN

An article will appear soon In The
Nebraska Stockman and the monthly
stockmen's editlon of The Alllance
Herald that should be read by every
Nebraska ranchman and everybody
elge interested in brands in this state,
It will be a compurison of the brand
laws of Nebraska and Colorado, and
a concise explanation of the practle-
al operation of brand inspeetion un-
der the laws of the two states,

Drand Inspection in Nebraska (s a
gplondid thing for those who receive
the benefit of it, but there are many
ranchmen in this state, even among
those who have their brands record-
ed, who are not protected by Inspec-
tion ag now earried on, and there are
frequent complaints about the brand
laws of this state a8 they now stand.

On the other hand, Colorado

ranchmen are enthusiastic over thelr
brand laws and their practical oper-
ation. They clabin to have the best
brand laws in existence and that
shipping stolen cattle has been elim-
inated, except along the borders of
the @state where Lhey are driven
acrosa the line te doad, and that "u
cases of that kimd they ueually +h
the thief. In the epinion of the sec-
retary of the stave board of stock in-
spection commissboners, who is one
of the oldest ranchmen in that state,
if surrounding states had the same
kind of brand laws that Colorado has,
it would be lmpossible for a thief to
steal more cattle tham he could eat,
and even that might be a difficult
thing for him to do.
Altho the Iatest brand laws of Ne-
braska have been published In this
paper, no comparisen of the kind
above indicated has ever been primt-
